Battlefield Advisory Comumittee

During the committee’s meeting on October 3rd,
Susan Trail reviewed the well-attended and very suc-
cessful commemoration of the anniversary of the Bat-
tle of Antietam. Superintendent Trail estimated that
between Friday September 14 and Monday September
17, more than 40,000 people visited the battlefield.

US Army Major General Mark Bowman of the Joint
Staff spoke at the commemoration ceremony and clos-
ing program. Many historians gave presentations and
Drew Gilpin Faust along with filmmaker Rick Burns,
screened an excerpt from the documentary “Death in
the Civil War.”

During the closing ceremony’s “Remembrance of the
Fallen,” volunteers read the names of about 3,300 sol-
diers known to have been killed during the Battle of
Antietam.

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Town Election

The Town Election will be held on Tuesday, Novem-
ber 20, 2012 at town hall between the hours of 9am
and 7pm. All townspeople are encouraged to vote.
There are two council seats and the Mayor’s seat up
for re-election. In order to vote, you must be at least
18 years of age and have resided in the town limits for
at least one year prior to the election date. You must
also be a registered voter. If you are not a registered
voter, but would like to vote in the town election, con-
tact Anna Louise Jamison, Election Board Chair at 301
-432-6572.

If you would like to file to run for one of these seats,
contact Anna Louise Jamison or the clerk’s office at
301-432-4428. In order to run for office you must be a
citizen of the United States; a resident of the town of
Sharpsburg for at least one year prior to the election; at
least 25 years of age; and a qualified voter of the
Town. The last day to file to run for office is Novem-
ber 5, 2012 at 7pm.

The town is accepting bids for snow plowing, salt/ice
melt application and snow removal for the 2012-2013
winter season. The area would be to provide services
within the corporate limits of Sharpsburg, to all im-
proved alleys and streets, excluding Route 34 and
